Isotopic and nonisotopic immunoassays.
The Centers for Disease Control, At-

lanta, Ga., are offering a lecture and
laboratory course in "Basic Principles
and Techniques in Radioimmunoassays"
(No. 9436-C) October 5-9, 1981, and
in "Isotopic and Nonisotopic Immuno-
assays" (Course No. 9432-C) October
12-16, 1981.

The objective of Course No. 9436-C
is to introduce participants to the
theoretical and practical aspects of
radioimmunoassay. Applicants should be
public health or clinical laboratory per-
sonnel who need to develop competence
in the fundamental aspects of radio-
immunoassay. Priority will be given to
persons with a bachelor degree or its
equivalent. Experience must include
extensive work in basic clinical labora-
tory procedures. The deadline for appli-
cations is August 10, 1981.

Course No. 9432-C is designed to pro-
vide a basis for comparing results from
radioimmunoassay and a number of non-
isotopic immunoassays. Students will
evaluate the various methods by assay-
ing unknown specimens by each tech-
nique and comparing the results sta-
tistically on computers available in the
laboratory. Preference for enrollment
will be given to public health or clinical
laboratory personnel with at least 4
years of college-level training or its
equivalent. The application deadline is
August 17, 1981.

Recently, radioimmunoassay has been
challenged by newer, nonisotopic meth-
ods, such as enzyme immunoassay,
fluorescence immunoassay, and lumines-
cence immunoassay. Each technique
requires new knowledge to enable a
person to understand the physical prop-
erties of the tracer and the complex
instruments necessary to detect and
measure these substances. Many labora-
torians therefore need training in these
newer assay methods so that they can
determine which type best fits their
particular requirements.
The tuition fee for each of these

5-day courses is $175, which covers
all laboratory materials and manuals.
Public health laboratory employees of
certain government bodies (Federal,
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State, county, and city) may be eligible
for waiver of tuition.
